The act govern- 
ing the Patriotic Fund does not permit of the sending of money 
to the dependents of soldiers where these families reside out- 
side of the Dominion, Other particulars in regard to the fund 
willbe gladly furnished by W.'T. Webb, secretary for the con- 
stituency. 

A single wife, or wife without children, is paid at the rate 
ef $10 amonth. A widcwed mother, if the son‘ was ker sole 
supportis paid atthe rate of $10 a month. A wife witha 
family gets $140n herown behalf and is paidas follows for 
her children:— Children from 1to5 years, $4; trom &te 10 
years, $5; from 10 to 12 years, $i, and fram 12 to 15 years $8. It 
is to be understood that therecannot be twochildren of the 
same class paid at the same rate, the older child draws the full 
rate the younger in the same class, dropping to the next lowest, 
for instance, if there are two children in the family of the ages 
of 13 and 14, only one child draws $9, the younger one drawing

Policy of a school for every child and) ‘ 
every child in school,” which has been |: 


roposed by Saskatchewan Public 

ducation League and by the people's 
political leaders in the legislative as- 
sembly. 

Thousands of Saskatchewan child- 
ren are not within reach of school. 
This has always been the case but 
the people are no longer content mere- 
ly to fold their hands and lament it. 
Practical suggestions are commencing 
to be forthcoming for remedying the 
evil. There is no difference of opin- 
jon as to thé fact that it is just as: 
important to these children and to the 
State that they should be educated as 
that any. other children should. In- 
deed, in. some Ways it is more im- 
portant, for the lack of school. facili- 
ties is already helping to drain many 
rural districts of some of their best 
citizens. 

In some lacalities it is proposed to 
meet the case by transporting these 
children at. public expense to the near- 
est available school. Where this is 
impracticable, many -people declare 
that the state should help provide for 
the educational needs of the children 
through boarding schools. 

Others again are advocating what 
they call perambulating — schools.

Finds Records of Explorer's Party on 

Same Day as Deposited 62 Years 

2 Ago 

News of the discovery of the Can- 
adian explorer Stefansson of. records 
left by one of the Franklin search 
parties sixty-two years ago, is con- 
tained in the detailed report of his ex- 
plorations received by the naval ser- 
vice department. .The records were. 
those left ‘by McClintock, an explorer 
who headed one of the parties which 
went in search of Franklin in 1853. 
Curiously, they were found by Stet- 
ansson on exactly the same date as 
they were deposited, June 15. 

By another coincidence, .McClin- 
tock’s records, left in a cavern near 
Cape. McClintock, tell of the explor- 
er’s intention to travel three days 
westward in search of new land. Stef- 
ansson, instead, travelled ‘three days 
north, and made his discovery of a 
hitherto unknown land, as has been 
‘recorded. ; 

in the cavern were various: records, 
some of which were illegible. Those 
recorded the fact ‘that McClintock’s 
party were all well,-had already ex- 
amined the southeastern coast, and 
were about to proceed weat. 

Stefansson is. now in camp.on the 
| north end of Banksland, if he has not 
already reached Prince Patrick’s Is- 
land, At the latter place he expects 
to establish a winter base as far north 
as possible. In February he: will start 
an exploring trip over the ice of Beau- 
| fort Sea. The explorer is of the opin- 
‘ton that the new land he has discov- 
jered does not extend very far west un- 
; til it is defined by narrow channels.

By this process of bond issue the gov- 
tmment can be kept in paper funds 
idefinitely, but in spite of price regu- 
ations the discount upon the paper 
surréncy will increase. One measure 
of the discount was the very disquiet- 
ing increase in prices of commodities.

The government cannot by 
legislation enhance the prices obtain- 
ed by grain growers for their export 
surplus, because prices for such pro- 
ducts are set in\the world’s open mar- 
kets, but it can arrange that the farm- 
er shall be provided with cheap capi- 
tal through land credit banks such as 
most progressive nations already 
j have, and it can lessen the cost of 
transportation, as well as teach the

Germany’s Ambition 


Turkey Has Been Really a German 
‘ Colony For Some Time 

A fact which Great Britain has 
been slow to realize was brought out 
in a recent lecture in London, Eng., 
by Naval Lieut.Commander J, 
Wedgewood, when he said that before 
the war the Germans had such a 
hold on the Turkish empire that it 
was fast becoming a German colony. 


The Germans wanted to. re-estab- 
lish their trade and their commer- 
cial supremacy. There, too, they 
looked back on the recent history, 


-and they said that the German em- 


pire was formed not so much by the 
capture of Paris as by the Zollver- 
ein. 

He was confident that it was upon 
her Customs Union they based their 
hopes of the greater German empire 
about which they dreamed. 

From Antwerp to Bagdad had been 
in their minds, and if they could not 
get Antwerp, from Hamburg to Bag- 
dad would be just as good. If they 
could force these small Balkan coun- 
tries and the Turkish empire into 
this Clustoms Union they would be 
able to force Austria also. 

The speaker said he did not think 
the Germans would risk any of their 
Pomeranian Grenadiers if there were 
any Turks whom they could send to 
drive us out of Gallipoli. They 
would leave us to enjoy the sand and 
flies. 

We'‘-did not want to waste our 
troops at too many points, and he 
contended that we could hold a strip 
of the Suez with a comparatively 
sniall force with the latest devices, 
60 long as they were well protected 
with barbed wire and with redoubts, 
and put trenches down well to the 
east of the canal. 

Personally, he thought nothing 
could be more satisfactory than. that 
the enemy should get well into Asia 
Minor. Many of them had gone be- 
fore, and they had not come back.

Even the thousand pound “baby beef” 
is looked tor by the best buyers on 
this side of the Atlantic, but such 
cattle are not shipped abroad. The 
change is greatly tc the advantage of 
the producer, as other things being 
equal, the younger the animal goes to 
market, the less is the cost of food 
and the greater the profit to the pro- 
ducer.
